(Since I haven't heard from CASS 15 since this last phone call I assume 
that all went well. In the cAll Cass 15 said CASS 2 had a plane 
reservation to Rome leaving flaihmmfl$m Fri 28 May and world arrive 
on flight 114 in Rome at 6PM n ome time. Cass 2 ETA was relayed to 
MUNI.) 
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
